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From  the  Editor 


Obviously  it  takes  talent  to  run  a college,  and 
Wesleyan  is  no  exception.  Every  person,  no 
matter  what  position  she  or  he  holds,  plays 
an  integral  role  in  making  Wesleyan  an 
enduringly  successful  institution  of  higher 
learning.  After  working  here  almost  two  years 
now,  I find  myself  learning  more  about  the 
people  who  run  the  coUege  we  call  “the  oldest 
and  best.’*  One  such  person  is  our  Director  of 
Residence  Life  and  Judicial  Services  Christy 
Henry  (above  right). 

So  just  what  does  a director  of  residence 
life  and  judicial  affairs  do?  “Good  ques- 
tion,” says  Henry,  with  a laugh.  “How  long 
do  you  have?”  Basically,  it  is  a 24/7  posi- 
tion. So  much  so  that,  in  fact,  Henry  and 
her  husband  will  soon  be  moving  into  one 
of  the  apartment  buildings  on  campus  so 
she  will  be  more  readily  available  to  stu- 
dents. “My  husband  is  OK  with  the  move,” 
she  says,  smiling.  But  then,  her  enthusiasm 
for  her  job  is  so  contagious  that  it’s  appar- 
ent why  he  was  convinced. 


Henry’s  responsibilities  run  the  gamut  from 
interviewing,  selecting  and  supervising  resident 
advisors  (RAs),  assigning  rooms,  working  with 
Physical  Plant  staff  to  make  sure  everything  in 
the  residence  halls  and  apartments  is  in  good 
working  order,  to  serving  as  an  adviser  to  the 
Honor  Council.  “I  love  my  job,”  says  the 
Pennsylvania  native.  “It’s  great  to  see  students 
learn,  grow  and  change.”  She  says  residence  life 
and  judicial  services  have  the  responsibilities  of 
providing  students  with  their  basic  housing 
needs  and  helping  them  develop  a community 
through  exposure  to  different  cultures  and 
experiences.  “We  complement  the  academic 
experience  and  the  mission  of  the  college  by 
helping  them  focus  on  academics  while  enjoy- 
ing their  time  at  college,”  she  says. 

Pairing  roommates  is  one  of  the  most  chal- 
lenging aspects  of  Henry’s  job.  Although  it  is 
not  an  exact  science,  Henry  says  there  are  five 
factors  that  can  “make  or  break”  whether  a 
selection  will  work:  1.  Moral  values;  2. 
Smoking  vs.  non-smoking;  3.  Messy  vs.  clean; 


4.  Preference  in  room  temperature;  and  5. 
Sleeping  habits.  That’s  why  all  students  who 
will  be  living  on  campus  are  first  required  to 
fill  out  a questionnaire  about  such  habits  and 
personal  preferences.  “We’re  seeing  more  and 
more  students  who  have  never  shared  a 
room,”  she  says.  “Part  of  our  job  is  to  expose 
them  to  different  cultures  and  help  them 
learn  to  compromise.  But  we  are  also  here  to 
help  them  realize  when  some  differences  can’t 
be  overcome.  That’s  why  we  have  an  open 
room  change  time  about  two  weeks  into  the 
fall  semester,  then  again  in  the  spring.  We 
don’t  want  roommates  who  are  obviously  not 
getting  along  to  feel  like  they  are  ‘stuck’  with 
each  other.  Although  we  work  on  teaching 
them  to  compromise,  we  also  want  to 
empower  women  so  they  know  when  to  say 
no  or  when  to  put  their  foot  down.” 

Henry  says  one  of  her  greatest  responsibili- 
ties, overseeing  and  working  with  the  RAs,  is 
also  one  of  the  most  rewarding  parts  of  her 
job.  “The  RAs  are  the  front  line  in  dealing 
directly  with  any  issues  that  arise  in  the  halls 
and  apartments,”  she  says.  “But  since  this  is 
such  a small  campus,  I do  get  that  one-on-one 
interaction  with  the  RAs  and  residents  that  1 
really  enjoy.  1 especially  enjoy  helping  the  RAs 
learn  how  to  build  a positive  community.” 

Selecting  students  to  serve  as  RAs  can  also 
be  a tricky  business,  but  Henry  says  she  has 
been  very  fortunate  at  Wesleyan.  “They  have 
to  have  a sincere  love  for  this  college  and 
want  to  help  their  fellow  residents  because,  as 
an  RA,  there  are  few  perks  and  not  a lot  of 
money  involved,”  she  says  with  a smile. 
“They  also  have  to  be  good  team  players  with 
lots  of  patience  and  compassion.  I love  work- 
ing with  the  RAs.  It  is  such  an  incredible 
experience  to  watch  them  and  the  residents 
come  together  to  learn,  grow  and  change.”

If  the  Class  of  2003  is  any  indication, 
Wesleyan’s  tradition  of  training  strong  yet 
compassionate  female  leaders  for  the  past 
167  years  will  continue  another  167  years 
and  beyond. 

Graduate  Toyosi  Fatunase,  pictured  above, 
is  just  one  example.  After  four  years  of  out- 
standing academic  achievements  leading  to  a 
dual  degree  in  chemistry  and  biology,  the 
native  of  Nigeria’s  next  stop  is  medical 
school.  “At  the  moment,  1 am  interested  in 
pediatrics  because  I like  working  with  chil- 
dren,” says  Fatunase,  who  graduated  magna 
curn  laude  and  was  accepted  at  both  Duke 
and  Washington  University  medical  schools. 
“However,  1 would  like  to  go  into  academic 
medicine  and  end  up  teaching  and  doing 
administrative  work  at  a large  hospital.” 

One  of  her  fellow  graduates,  Jodi  Miller 
(upper  right),  also  plans  further  studies,  but 
has  a more  immediate  goal  in  mind — hik- 
ing through  the  North  Carolina  section  of 
the  Appalachian  Trail  this  summer,  a total 
of  92  miles.  “1  hiked  the  Georgia  section  (70 
miles)  over  spring  break,”  says  Miller,  who 
earned  a degree  in  advertising  and  market- 
ing communication  and  plans  on  pursuing 
a master’s  degree  in  journalism  at  Columbia 
College  Chicago.  “I’d  eventually  like  to 
work  in  outdoor  sports  marketing  or  go 
into  journalism  and  write  about  women  in 
the  wilderness.” 

Miller’s  love  of  the  outdoors  was  first 
instilled  at  an  early  age  on  hiking  trips  with 


her  parents  and  brother  and  further  devel- 
oped at  Wesleyan  through  two  independent 
studies  with  Dr.  Patrick  Pritchard.  “He  (Dr. 
Pritchard)  was  my  mentor.  Both  of  the 
studies  focused  on  women’s  adventures  and 
he  inspired  me  to  go  on  my  own  vision 
quest,”  she  says. 

Adventure  of  a different  kind  was  the  first 
order  of  business  for  Jennica  Schenck,  who 
graduated  cum  laude  with  a degree  in  biolo- 
gy. “Following  graduation,  1 spent  three 
weeks  in  Brazil  on  summer  missions  with 
the  Georgia  Baptist  Convention  through  the 
Baptist  Student  Union  (BSU),”  says 
Schenck,  who  is  currently  working  in  the 
medical  field  in  Macon  to  gain  experience 
for  physician’s  assistant  school  at  the 
Medical  College  of  Georgia  in  Augusta. 

Another  outstanding  Golden  Heart, 
Virginia  Dicken,  is  furthering  her  education. 
Dicken  was  the  recipient  of  the  National  Phi 
Kappa  Phi  Graduate  Fellowship,  the  sixth 
Wesleyan  graduate  to  do  so  in  the  last  eight 
years.  She  has  been  accepted  into  the  psy- 
chology Ph.D.  program  at  Southern  Illinois 
University  to  do  health  psychology  research. 
“I  was  also  very  honored  to  receive  their 
Morris  Fellowship,  Southern  Illinois’  top 
fellowship,”  she  says. 

Yet  another  Golden  Heart,  Torey  Jones, 
has  been  accepted  at  the  University  of 
Georgia  School  of  Pharmacy  where  she  will 
be  pursuing  her  doctorate  in  pharmacy 
beginning  this  fall. 


Also  among  this  year’s  graduates  headed 
to  graduate  school  are  Golden  Heart  Class 
President  Asha  Smith,  who  will  be  attending 
Stanford  University’s  Ph.D.  program  in  psy- 
chology, and  Jacqueline  Thompson  who 
will  further  her  education  by  pursuing  her 
graduate  degree  at  the  Savannah  College  of 
Art  and  Design  in  interior  design. 

Encore  student  Erin  Gilchrist  says  she  is 
looking  forward  to  continuing  her  career 
and  eventually  pursuing  her  MBA  at 
Wesleyan.  “I  have  been  employed  by 
GEICO  for  seven  years  and  have  been  pur- 
suing my  degree  at  Wesleyan  part-time  for 
the  past  six  years,”  she  says.  “Now  that  I 
have  completed  my  degree,  I look  forward 
to  the  many  opportunities  for  advancement 
that  GEICO  offers  me,  and  I also  look  for- 
ward to  pursing  my  MBA  soon.” 

Regardless  of  what  future  endeavors  the 
Golden  Hearts  of  2003  pursue,  they  will 
always  cherish  their  years  at  Wesleyan.  “1 
felt  so  comfortable  at  Wesleyan,”  Miller 
says.  “The  all-female  environment  made  me 
feel  empowered  and  I learned  so  many 
things  about  myself.” 

Fatunase  agrees.  She  says  that  whatever  the 
future  holds,  she  is  confident  that  her  Wesleyan 
education  has  prepared  her  for  anything  that 
comes  her  way.  “I  think  it’s  great  that  Wesleyan 
has  such  a diverse  student  body  so  everyone 
can  find  her  niche,”  she  said.  “And  there  are 
plenty  of  opportunities  for  leadership.  It’s  a 
great  atmosphere  for  learning.”

Wesleyan  College  graduates  share  an  inde- 
scribable bond.  That  connection  remains  no 
matter  the  field  of  study,  the  era  the  students 
walked  the  campus,  or  their  classification  as 
“traditional”  or  “nontraditional”  scholars. 
For  example,  Wesleyan’s  167th  commence- 
ment featured  many  years  of  Golden 
Hearts — the  Wesleyan  Class  of 2003, 
Wesleyan  College  President  Ruth  Austin 
Knox  ’75,  commencement  speaker  Florida 
Lieutenant  Governor  Toni  Jennings  7l,  and 
marker  ceremony  speaker  and  Alumnae 
Director  Cathy  Coxey  Snow  *71. 


In  addition  to  being  a celebration  of  all 
things  “golden,”  this  commencement 
marked  other  “firsts”  for  the  world’s  first 
college  for  women — the  first  time  an  alum- 
na conferred  the  degrees  and  the  first  time 
that  graduates  of  Wesleyan’s  Executive 
Master  of  Business  Administration  program 
participated  in  May  graduation. 

Focusing  on  “firsts”  and  “bonds,”  Snow 
addressed  the  special  connection  this  year’s 
class  shares  with  those  who  have  gone  before. 

“The  commonality  of  the  Wesleyan  expe- 
rience reaches  across  generations  of  women 
in  time  and  touches  us  167  years  later  in 
very  much  the  same  way  as  the  first 
Wesleyan  graduates.  For  the  heart  and  soul 
of  sisterhood  has  remained  a constant  in 
Wesleyan  history. 

“In  1966,  a 17-year-old  girl  from  south 
Florida  entered  Wesleyan’s  gates  on  the  Rivoli 
Campus,  her  visit  prompted  by  an  alumna 
who  lived  in  her  neighborhood.  It  was  a typi- 
cal September  day  in  Macon,  rainy  and  over- 
cast, but  the  stormy  clouds  did  not  in  any  way 
diminish  the  overwhelming  sense  of  place  she 
felt  as  she  entered  those  gates  to  tour  the  cam- 
pus, meet  with  faculty  and  visit  with  students. 
She  knew,  almost  immediately,  that  Wesleyan 
would  become  her  place,  and  she  returned 
home  to  write  a letter  to  Queen’s  College, 
another  women’s  college,  declining  a four- 
year  scholarship  to  that  school,”  Snow  con- 
tinued, recalling  her  own  experience.  “Thirty- 
seven  years  later,  this  Golden  Heart  of  1971 
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still  experiences  that  overwhelming  sense  of 
place  as  she  enters  the  Wesleyan  campus  and 
makes  her  way  to  the  alumnae  office  each 
day,  mindful  of  the  many  ways  in  which 
Wesleyan  has  enriched  her  life.” 

Jennings,  whose  most  recent  “first” 
achievement  was  her  appointment,  in 
March,  as  Florida’s  first  female  lieutenant 
governor,  also  recounted  Wesleyan’s  tradi- 
tion of  excellence  that  continues  today. 

“Wesleyan  College  has  produced  a number 
of  firsts  for  women  and  it  is  an  honor,  as  an 
alumna,  to  return  and  serve  as  the  com- 
mencement speaker  for  this  graduating  class,” 
Jennings  said.  “As  the  world’s  oldest  women’s 
college,  Wesleyan  has  done  a wonderful  job 
preparing  its  students  for  successful  careers 
and  leadership  roles.  I want  to  commend  the 
class  of  2003  for  their  hard  work  and  I chal- 
lenge them  to  use  their  education  to  help  oth- 
ers and  improve  their  communities.” 

Presiding  over  her  first  commencement  as 
president,  Knox  reiterated  Wesleyan’s  tradi- 
tion of  graduating  women  who  make  a dif- 
ference when  presenting  honorary  doctor- 
ates to  Jennings  and  successful  business- 
woman, Nancy  Panoz,  co- founder  of  the 
Elan  Corporation,  the  first  Irish  company  to 
have  a public  offering  in  the  U.S.  market. 

“Wesleyan  is  particularly  delighted  to  honor 
these  two  women  of  distinction  who  have 
made  significant  contributions  to  their  fami- 
lies, their  communities  and  the  world,”  Knox 
said.  “In  unique  ways,  these  women  have 


made  a lasting  impact  through  their  determi- 
nation, innovation  and  service.  They  are  living 
examples  of  the  kind  of  woman  Wesleyan  has 
been  educating  for  the  past  167  years.” 

As  the  members  of  the  Class  of  2003  nat- 
urally turn  towards  the  future  and  their 
roles  in  society.  Snow  encouraged  them  to 
find  strength  in  their  ties  to  their  fellow 
graduates,  as  well  as  the  generations  of 
Wesleyan  students  before  them. 

“As  the  newest  members  of  the  oldest 
alumnae  association  in  the  world,  remem- 
ber to  stay  connected  to  your  Wesleyan  sis- 
ters, that  privileged  world-wide  league  of 
7,000  alumnae,  who  are  each  a part  of  the 
history  that  is  first  for  women,”  Snow  said. 
“They  are  women  who  understand  the  lan- 
guage of  sisterhood  and  the  traditions  that 
continue  to  shape  all  of  our  lives.  They  are 
the  guardians  of  Wesleyan’s  future  and  wel- 
come you  as  co-partners  in  that  cause. 

“It  has  been  said  that  the  noblest  of  all 
memories  are  the  treasured  recollections  of 
the  great  moments  of  friendship.  Keep  these 
memories  of  sisterhood  close  to  your  heart 
and  recall  them  whenever  you  need  to  find 
moments  of  joy  in  your  life.  They  wiU  remind 
you  of  that  sense  of  place  that  you  feel  when- 
ever you  want  to  return  to  your  Wesleyan 
home.  And  we  hope  you  will  return  often.  It’s 
reaUy  easy  you  know.  Just  put  on  your  purple 
shoes,  click  the  heels  together  three  times  and 
say,  ‘there’s  no  place  like  Wesleyan.’  ” 


The  Honorable  Toni  Jennings 

Toni  was  bom  Antoinette  Lee  Jennings  on 
May  17, 1949.  She  has  two  younger  siblings, 
twin  brothers  John  and  Jeff. 

She  is  a product  of  Florida’s  public  school 
system. 

Ms.  Jennings  graduated  cum  laude  with  an 
A.B.  in  elementary  education  from  Wesleyan 
College  in  1971. 

While  teaching,  she  pursued  a master’s  degree 
as  a reading  specialist  from  Rollins  College  in 
Orlando,  Florida. 

>'  At  age  23,  she  joined  her  father’s  construction 
company.  Jack  Jennings  and  Sons,  and  served 
as  president  until  her  appointment  as  lieu- 
tenant governor.  In  2002,  the  family-owned 
business  celebrated  its  54th  anniversary. 

At  age  27,  she  became  the  youngest  woman  to 
serve  at  that  time  in  the  state  House  of 
Representatives  ( 1976).  She  later  became  the  first 
woman  to  head  the  Senate  commerce  panel. 

A native  Floridian,  she  was  elected  to  the 
Florida  Senate  in  1980.  She  was  the  first 
Republican  woman  in  the  Legislature  elected 
by  her  colleagues  to  serve  as  President  of  the 
Senate,  and  was  the  first  Senator  in  history  to 
serve  two  successive  terms  as  President 
(1996-2000).  She  was  also  the  first  Republican 
woman  Minority  Leader  of  either  house  of  the 
legislature,  serving  two  terms  ( 1983-1984  and 
1986-1988). 

On  March  3, 2003,  Florida  Gov.  Jeb  Bush 
appointed  Jennings  as  his  lieutenant  governor, 
the  first  woman  ever  to  fill  the  post. 

Jennings  served  as  the  driving  force  behind 
Florida’s  school  readiness  program.  During 
her  Senate  presidency,  she  earned  both  the 
“Legislator  of  the  Year”  and  “Friend  of 
Education”  awards  from  the  Florida  School 
Board  Association. 

Additional  awards  include  Florida  Guardian 
of  Small  Businesses  and  the  Florida  Wildlife 
Association/National  Wildlife  Association 
Conservation  Legislator  of  the  Year.  Jennings 
was  twice  named  the  Friend  of  the  First 
Amendment  and  is  a member  of  the  Florida 
Women’s  Hall  of  Fame. 

She  also  serves  on  the  Florida  Tax  Watch 
Board,  the  National  Advisory  Council  of  the 
Arnold  Palmer  Hospital  and  the  University  of 
Central  Florida  Foundation  Board.

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When  Janet  Jones  Rice  ’90  arrived  at 
Wesleyan,  she  was  following  in  the  foot- 
steps of  her  mother,  Elizabeth  Wallace 
Jones  and  great-grandmother, 

i Quin  Wayne.  After  graduating 
with  a d^igree  in  English  journalism,  howev- 
er, she  t®bk  a decidedly  different  road. 

Rice’s  Career  path  started  out  ordinarily 
enough,  f My  English  journalism  degree 
gave  me/an  introduction  into  my  first 
iqnctilig  job  with  the  Warner  Robins  Daily 
says.  “That  catapulted  me  into 
js  writing  jobs  with  the  media.” 
hose  jobs,  which  included  stints  with 
fGXA-TW  24,  the  ABC  (now  FOX)  Macon 
^affiliate  and  a television  and  radio  station  in 
West  Palm  Beach,  Florida,  soon  led  her  in  a 
different  direction.  First,  she  accepted  a 
position  with  Food  for  the  Poor  as  a senior 
writer  and  correspondent,  then  moved  on 
to  World  Vision  Afghanistan,  where  she 
works  today  as  a communications  manager. 


“My  social  conscience  led  me  there.  I 
decided  I wanted  to  use  my  journalism  skills 
and  experience  to  help  the  world,  not  some 
company’s  bottom  line,”  she  writes  from  her 
office  in  Herat,  Afghanistan.  “A  fnend  hap- 
pened to  hear  about  the  FFP  job  and  turned 
me  on  to  it.  I heard  about  World  Vision  after 
sponsoring  a child  at  a fnend’s  recommen- 
dation. I loved  what  WV  was  doing  for 
women  and  children  and  decided  to  get  a 
job  with  them.  I also  wanted  to  work  in  the 
field,  to  see  what  it  would  be  like  outside  my 
comfortable  little  world  in  South  Florida. 
Afghanistan  is  the  most  challenging  place  I 
can  ever  imagine  a woman  working!” 

According  to  Rice,  her  many  responsibili- 
ties include  promoting  World  Vision’s  pro- 
gram in  Afghanistan  by  visiting  projects, 
writing  articles,  taking  photographs  and 
videotaping  the  very  poor,  particularly 
women  and  children.  She  also  has  relation- 
ships with  key  media  outlets  to  supply  them 
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with  story  ideas  to  favorably  position  World 
Vision  Afghanistan  as  a leading  Christian 
relief  and  development  agency. 

Despite  the  removal  of  the  Taliban-run  gov- 
ernment, Rice  says  the  living  conditions  for 
those  living  in  the  area  of  western  Afghanistan 
where  she  works  has  not  improved,  especially 
for  women  and  children.  “The  biggest  prob- 
lem for  women  is  lack  of  access  to  basic  health 
care,  especially  prenatal  care.  The  maternal 
mortality  rate  in  Afghanistan  is  1,600  out  of 
every  100,000  women  and  in  one  province,  it  s 
6,500/100,000!”  she  says.  This  is  especially 
tragic  considering  the  maternal  mortality  rate 
is  7 out  of  every  100,000  births  in  the  United 
States.  But  Rice  is  determined  to  do  her  part  in 
making  a difference. 

“We  are  re-training  dozens  of  traditional 
birthing  attendants  to  recognize  problems 
during  pregnancy,  properly  deliver  babies, 
disinfect  instruments  and  such.  This  is 
important  because  more  than  90  percent  of 
Afghan  births  take  place  in  the  home  with 
attendants.”  Compounding  the  problem  is 
that  most  hospital  and  clinic  workers  are 
male.  For  a traditional  Afghan  Muslim  hus- 
band, having  another  male  touch  or  even  see 
his  wife  is  a source  of  great  shame.  Rice  says. 

Although  World  Vision  runs  feeding  pro- 
grams for  more  than  50,000  pregnant  and 
nursing  women  and  children  under  five, 
malnutrition  is  a major  cause  of  death  in 
Afghan  children  of  that  age. 

Another  obstacle,  Rice  says,  is  the  poor 
infrastructure  of  the  war-tom  country. 
“Decent  roads  are  almost  non-existent  in 
the  mountainous  province  where  we  work, 
called  Badghis  (northwest  Afghanistan). 
Rehabilitating  more  than  70  kilometers  of 
unpaved  roads  has  meant  we  can  get  aid  in, 
people  can  more  easily  access  markets  and 
clinics,  and  we  can  provide  temporary  pay- 
ing work  in  the  forms  of  either  food  or  cash 
for  rehabilitating  the  roads  to  men  so  they 
can  feed  their  families,”  she  says.  “For  the 
longer  term  we  have  distributed  quality 
seeds  and  fertilizer  to  help  drought-devas- 
tated communities  get  their  farms  going 
again  after  three  years  of  drought.  We  are 
building  water  catchments  for  more  than 
400  families.  Only  19  percent  of  rural 
Afghans  have  access  to  clean  water.  Dirty 
water  is  the  cause  of  much  sickness  and 
death,  especially  in  children  under  five.” 


According  to  Rice,  another  huge  problem 
those  in  her  area  face  is  the  lack  of  a stable 
government.  “Most  people  don’t  realize  that 
Afghanistan’s  president,  Hamid  Karzai,  has 
no  authority  outside  Kabul.  In  most  of  the 
country  people  are  still  ruled  by  warlords, 
heroes  of  the  former  mujahedin.  Our  war- 
lord, ‘Governor’  Ismail  Khan,  requires  that 
Afghan  women  wear  burqas,  not  expatriates 
like  me,  and  that  girls  only  be  taught  by 
women,”  Rice  says.  “The  problem  is  that 
women  qualified  to  teach  would  rather  work 
as  cleaners,  where  they  can  make  more 
money  plus  benefits.  They  are  not  supposed 
to  take  these  jobs,  but  they  do  anyway.  I could 
go  on  and  on  about  conditions  for  women. 
They  are  worse  in  my  area  than  anywhere  in 
the  country.  Girls  can’t  even  take  P.E.  at 
school.  It  was  interesting:  We  did  a sub-pro- 
ject with  one  road  rehabilitation  project 
where  we  had  700  women  doing  some  light 
work  on  the  roadsides,  away  from  the  men’s 
teams.  This  was  the  first  time  most  of  the 
women  ever  worked  outside  their  homes! 

“After  initial  reservations,  the  communi- 
ty's men  were  happy  to  have  their  wives 
earning  incomes  and  helping  their  families.

the  traditional  work  for  women.  Our  women 
received  their  pay  in  hand.  This  gave  them  a 
lot  of  pride,  even  though  most  had  to  turn 
over  the  income  to  their  husbands.” 

Yet,  despite  challenges  that  many  people 
would  find  intolerable.  Rice  is  unfazed  in 
her  dedication  to  improve  the  lives  of  the 
poor  that  World  Vision  serves. 

“My  Wesleyan  education  taught  me  that 
women  can  do  anything.  Who  knows  if  I’d 
ever  have  believed  that  a woman  could  or 
should  work  in  Afghanistan  had  1 not  attend- 
ed a school  that  opened  my  mind?”  Rice  says. 
“And  Wesleyan  brought  me  together  with 
women  from  all  over  who  do  amazing  things. 
I wanted  to  join  their  ranks.”

Since  it  was  formed  by  Wesleyan  alumnae 
and  trustees  Diane  A.  Lumpkin  ’63,  Alexis 
X.  Bighley  ’67  and  Lynda  Brinks  Pfeiffer  ’63 
in  2000,  the  Wesleyan  College  Leadership 
Institute  has  given  Wesleyan  women  the 
opportunity  to  grow  and  experience  leader- 
ship possibilities  in  the  “real  world.” 

“The  Institute  is  important  because  it 
gives  Wesleyan’s  top  students  an  opportuni- 
ty to  explore  the  various  ways  which  leader- 
ship can  be  exercised  by  women  in  ‘real  life’ 
settings,”  says  Patrick  Pritchard,  assistant 
professor  of  education.  “These  students  also 
become  a cohort  that  can  powerfully  influ- 
ence their  Wesleyan  sisters  as  they  exercise 
leadership  on  campus.” 

The  first  Institute  took  place  in  Denver 
and  Breckenridge,  Colorado,  where  atten- 
dees learned  details  about  strategic  plan- 
ning, particularly  the  successful  revitaliza- 
tion of  downtown  Denver.  The  second  year, 
the  Institute  was  held  in  Seattle  and  focused 
on  genetics,  the  emerging  technology  in 
elections  and  visits  to  Boeing  and  Microsoft. 

The  focus  of  last  summer’s  Institute  in 
Boston  was  the  relationship  between  liberal 
learning  and  leadership  as  reflected  in  the 
Institute  theme,  “The  Legacy  of  the  American 
Renaissance:  Liberal  Values  and  Leadership 


for  an  Uncertain  Future.”  The  thesis  for  this 
was  that  freedom  and  critical  thinking  are  the 
foundation  of  American  creativity  and  entre- 
preneurship, Pritchard  says. 

Each  Institute  offered  those  selected 
unique  opportunities  to  meet  and  interact 
with  leaders  in  their  respective  fields  and 
gain  insight  from  their  experiences.  This 
summer’s  Institute  will  be  no  exception. 

From  August  4 through  10,  Wesleyan  stu- 
dents Amanda  Wood,  Mary-Charlotte 
Young,  Mary  Kathryn  Borland,  Joanne 
Patterson,  Priscilla  Howell,  Jessica  Bennett, 
Dell  Trussell,  Amanda  Gluck,  Meredith 
Gilbert,  Emily  Dukes  and  Erin  Zinko,  will 
travel  to  Santa  Fe,  New  Mexico,  for  this 
year’s  Institute  focusing  on  the  arts.  The 
group’s  schedule  will  encompass  a visit  to 
the  Santa  Fe  Art  Institute,  which  will  include 
a lecture  and  program  by  May  Stevens,  a 
leading  artist,  feminist  and  activist.  The 
Institute  will  also  include  a trip  to  the  opera, 
the  Georgia  O’Keefe  Museum  and  numerous 
other  lectures  and  classes  with  professional 
artists.  And,  as  always,  a physical  activity — 
Whitewater  rafting — will  be  included. 

“Students  selected  to  participate  in  the 
Institute  are  not  simply  picked  because  of 
their  grades,”  Bighley  says.  “They  have  to  be 
well-rounded.  Not  only  do  they  have  to 
demonstrate  leadership  abilities,  but  they  have 
to  be  able  to  be  physically  active  as  well.” 

Bighley,  along  with  co-founders  Lumpkin 
and  Pfeiffer,  didn’t  just  found  the  Institute 
and  step  away.  All  three  are  hands-on  in 
continued  funding  and  planning  and  will 
once  again  attend  the  Institute  along  with 
the  chosen  students  and  faculty  members. 

According  to  Bighley,  the  Institute  bene- 
fits the  participants  and  Wesleyan  College. 

“The  Institute  is  not  only  a great  way  to 
build  leadership  skills  in  these  young  women, 
but  it  also  expands  their  horizons,”  Bighley 
says.

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First  annual  Urban  Education 
Conference  is  a success 

Urban  education,  a hot  topic  among  today’s  educators,  attract- 
ed 160  people  to  Wesleyan’s  campus  on  April  1 1-12, 2003, 
when  the  education  department  sponsored  “Urban  Education: 
Going  Beyond  the  Pedagogy  of  Poverty.” 

Calling  the  conference  “very  successful”  and  citing  “extreme- 
ly good  evaluations,”  Dr.  Juanita  Carson,  assistant  professor  of 
education,  said  the  two-day  event  attracted  educators  from 
Georgia,  Florida,  Tennessee,  Ohio  and  Kentucky.  Carson  was 
one  of  the  conference  organizers  along  with  Dr.  Patrick 
Pritchard,  who  is  also  an  assistant  professor  of  education  at 
Wesleyan.  Sharlyn  Green  and  Amber  Poulson,  administrative 
assistants  to  the  education  faculty,  played  instrumental  roles  in 
making  the  conference  a success. 

Kicking  off  the  event  was  Esme  Raji  Codell,  author  of 
Educating  EsmCy  a diary  of  Codell’s  first  year  as  a teacher,  which 
includes  her  triumphs  and  disappointments,  her  victories  and 
failures.  Stephanie  Mercer,  one  of  30  Wesleyan  students  who 
attend  the  conference,  reported  that  Codell  “held  the  audi- 
ence’s rapt  attention.” 

Dr.  Asa  HiUiard  III,  Fuller  E.  Callaway  Professor  of  Urban 
Education  at  Georgia  State  University  in  Atlanta,  was  the 
keynote  speaker.  This  respected  teacher,  psychologist  and  his- 
torian addressed  issues  such  as  “white  flight”  of  teachers  to  sub- 
urban schools,  test  scores  among  urban  school  children  and  the 
challenges  of  teaching  in  an  urban  school. 

Wesleyan’s  Dr.  Catherine  Meeks  presented  a paper  on  holistic 
learning  as  exemplified  in  her  research  through  Aunt  Maggie’s 
Kitchen  Table,  a resource  center  for  families  in  a Macon  hous- 
ing project.  Meeks  is  the  executive  director  of  Aunt  Maggie’s 
and  a social  science  professor  and  director  of  the  Wesleyan 
Center  for  Community  Engagement  and  Service. 

Mercer  said  she  left  the  conference  with  “a  lot  to  think  about.  A 
big  bravo  goes  out  to  the  speakers  and  organizers  for  their  efforts.” 

“It  is  important  to  have  urban  education  dialogue,”  Carson  said, 
adding  that  plans  are  already  under  way  for  next  year’s  conference. 

"The  Woman's  Way"  presented 

A day-long  symposium  titled  “The  Woman’s  Way  in  the  21st 
Century”  was  presented  on  March  25  as  part  of  the  Wesleyan 
College  Women’s  Studies  Program.  The  event  featured  presen- 
tations by  several  Wesleyan  students  and  a keynote  address  by 
Sunita  Manian,  former  Wesleyan  assistant  professor  of  eco- 
nomics and  current  coordinator  of  interdisciplinary  studies 
and  associate  professor  of  political  economy  at  Georgia 
College  and  State  University. 

The  Wesleyan  College  Women’s  Studies  Program,  Wesleyan 
Institutional  Renewal  Group  and  the  Wesleyan  College  Center  for 
Community  Engagement  and  Service  sponsored  the  symposium. 

Addressing  topics  that  ranged  from  women  in  the  media  to 
economic  development  for  women  to  tributes  to  Eleanor 
Roosevelt  and  Sojourner  Truth,  the  free  program  attracted 
more  than  300  students  and  members  of  the  general  public. 


Popular  financial  guru  makes 
a return  appearance  at  Wesleyan 

Will  she  or  won’t  she?  That  was  one  question  on  some  people’s 
minds  following  Suze  Orman’s  D.  Abbott  Turner  Lecture  on 
April  1 7, 2003.  When  asked  what  she  would  like  to  do  when  all 
of  her  various  television  contracts  expire,  well-known  financial 
expert  and  best-selling  author  Suze  Orman  said  she  would  like 
to  teach  at  Wesleyan  College.  “I  would  like  to.  All  my  contracts 
end  when  I turn  55,”  the  51 -year-old  Orman  said.  Whether  or 
not  she  is  serious  remains  to  be  seen,  but  the  answer  proved  a 
popular  one  with  the  large  crowd  gathered  to  hear  the  eco- 
nomic advice  guru’s  second  lecture  at  Wesleyan — her  first 
being  at  the  D.  Abbott  Turner  Lecture  in  October  2001. 

Orman,  who  makes  it  a policy  not  to  speak  at  the  same 
location  twice,  said  she  made  an  exception  for  Wesleyan 
after  being  so  impressed  with  the  college  on  her  first  visit. 
Orman,  who  is  a regular  fixture  on  CNBC,  PBS  and 
numerous  other  publications  and  programs,  said  she  was 
prompted  to  pen  her  latest  bestseller  after  September  1 1 
and  the  economic  downturn  that  followed.  Much  of  her 
advice  during  her  lecture  and  the  question-and-answer 
period  at  a luncheon  that  followed  was  aimed  at  the 
Wesleyan  students  in  attendance.  Her  main  points  includ- 
ed getting  rid  of  credit  card  debt,  and  advising  students  not 
to  get  into  debt  in  the  first  place,  having  a positive  attitude 
about  paying  back  student  loans,  putting  aside  a cushion  to 
cover  eight  months  of  expenses  if  needs  arise,  opening  a 
Roth  IRA  and  once  that  is  done,  purchasing  real  estate. 

If  Orman  indeed  decides  to  return  to  teach  at  Wesleyan 
in  the  future,  she  plans  to  put  her  own  unique  spin  on 
things.  “I  will  bring  to  my  classes  real-life  finance  scenarios, 
not  what  happens  in  textbooks,”  Orman  told  several  stu- 
dents who  gathered  to  ask  her  questions  after  the  lecture. 
“It’ll  be  down  and  dirty,  straight  talk  about  finance.”

Habitat  house  marks  another  first 

On  Oct.  25,  2003,  Wesleyan  College  will  begin  work  on 
Macon’s  first  Women  Build  Home  for  Habitat  for  Humanity 
and  Wesleyan’s  first  Habitat  House.  As  a Women  Build  project, 
90-95  percent  of  the  work  is  done  by  women.  While  men  are 
welcome  on  this  project,  women  will  be  doing  all  of  the  orga- 
nizing and  most  of  the  work. 

Thus  far  a small  group  of  Wesleyan  faculty,  staff  and  commu- 
nity leaders  have  begun  organizing  the  project  with  400-450  vol- 
unteers eventually  needed  for  completion.  The  entire  building 
process  will  take  place  over  a ten-day  period  ending  on  Nov.  8 
during  homecoming  celebrations  and  the  dedication  of  the  new 
Wesleyan  Center  for  Community  Engagement  and  Service. 

Several  exciting  activities  leading  up  to  the  actual  building  of 
the  house  are  planned.  These  include  a tour  of  the  Habitat 
Global  Village  in  Americus,  a screening  of  the  documentary. 
Briars  in  the  Cotton  Patchy  and  campus  visits  from  the  family 
who  will  live  in  the  completed  house. 

The  Habitat  House  will  cost  $46,000  to  build.  Gifts  of  land- 
scaping, roofing,  flooring,  windows  and  other  building  supplies 
are  welcome  as  well  as  monetary  contributions.  BellSouth  has 
already  made  a substantial  commitment,  as  have  the  city  of 
Macon,  Chris  Sheridan  Construction,  and  Security  Bank. 

Wesleyan  is  broadening  its  commitment  to  include  raising  an 
additional  $1,500-$2,000  needed  to  build  an  international 
house.  The  college  is  also  involved  in  dialogue  with  Habitat 
International  about  establishing  a date  to  end  substandard  hous- 
ing in  Macon.

Garris,  an  active  volunteer,  mother  of 
two  and  grandmother  of  four,  turned  her 
love  of  parenting  into  a book — Grandma 
was  Right,  39  1/2  Slogans  to  Raise  Children 
By — published  in  1995  and  now  in  its  sec- 
ond printing.  The  book  is  also  available  in 
two  Chinese  language  translations. 

After  her  husband  Berle  retired,  the  Garris 
family  moved  to  Clearwater  Beach,  Florida, 
and  bought  the  newspap)er.  Beach  Views,  that 
her  parents  had  started.  Through  her  work  as 
the  paper  s editor  and  reporter  she  became  a 
civic  activist,  attending  city  meetings  beyond 
count,  and  working  on  the  city  s 
Environmental  Advisory  Board  and  Charter 
Review  Committee.  She  has  participated  in 
every  election  campaign  for  the  past  30  years 
and  has  served  on  a task  force  that  provided 
an  enhancement  plan  for  a downtown  public 
park.  A board  member  of  Ervin’s  All- 
American  Youth  Club,  a group  that  works  to 
keep  kids  off  the  street,  Garris  also  serves  as 
founding  chairman  of  Clearwater  Beach  Kid  s 
Week,  now  in  its  1 1th  season.

Distinguished  Service 
to  the  Community 

McDuffie  graduated  cum  laude  with  a 
bachelor  of  music  degree  in  piano  perfor- 
mance and  a minor  in  organ.  After  addi- 
tional music  studies  at  Chicago’s  American 
Conservatory,  she  returned  to  Macon  where 
she  spent  two  years  on  Wesleyan’s  faculty 
before  launching  a private  piano  studio.  In 
the  years  since,  McDuffie  has  served  as  an 
organist  at  Riverside  United  Methodist,  a 
music  director/organist  at  First  Presbyterian 
Church  and  is  currently  the  organist/music 
director  at  Vineville  Presbyterian. 

Dubbed  by  the  Atlanta  Journal 
Constitution  as  “Macon’s  granddame  of 
classical  music,”  McDuffie’s  private  studio 
has  been  an  overwhelming  success  for  the 


past  40  years,  as  her  students  continue  to 
win  state  and  local  piano  competitions.  Two 
of  her  own  four  talented  children  have 
become  musicians — Robert,  a world-class 
violinist,  and  Margery,  a concert  pianist.  She 
has  taught  piano  at  Wesleyan’s  MidSummer 
Macon  since  its  inception  in  1989  and  virtu- 
ally every  local  arts  organization  carries  her 
imprint,  especially  the  Macon  Symphony 
Orchestra,  where  McDuffie  has  served  as  a 
board  member  for  20  years  with  two  terms 
as  president. 

McDuffie’s  professionalism  resonates  in 
her  music  as  well  as  in  her  volunteerism, 
and  she  remains  in  demand  as  a guest 
soloist.  She  has  been  the  symphony’s  guest 
pianist,  a Macon  Civic  Choral  accompanist 
and  a frequent  collaborator  with  other 
artists.  As  part  of  Bob  Lee  Smith’s  jazz  trio, 
she  has  taken  the  popular  “Salute  to 
Veterans”  to  several  states,  and  has  orga- 
nized the  Cherry  Blossom  Festival’s  “Young 
Performers  Concerts.”  McDuffie  is  a past 
president  of  the  Morning  Music  Club  of 
Macon  and  the  Macon  Music  Teachers 
Association,  and  she  serves  on  the  Vineville 
Methodist  music  committee  and  is  active  in 
numerous  other  organizations. 

Because  of  her  outstanding  contributions 
to  the  Middle  Georgia  arts  scene,  she  was 
awarded  the  Macon  Arts  Alliance  Cultural 
Award  in  1998. 

Marsha  Fernald  Sichveland  '68 
Distinguished  Service 
to  the  Community 

Since  graduating  from  Wesleyan,  serving 
others  has  been  a way  of  life  for  Sichveland. 
An  education  major,  Sichveland  taught 
school  for  four  years  after  graduation, 
earning  a Teacher  of  the  Year  award.  She 
left  teaching  to  raise  her  daughter  and  her 
adopted  Korean  son  and  was  actively 
involved  in  all  of  their  activities,  even  serv- 
ing as  an  advisor  to  two  schools  on  how  to 
develop  nature  walks  with  pools,  and  writ- 
ing the  curriculum  and  storybook  All  God's 
Children  for  her  church.  While  she  and  her 
husband  Dan  were  raising  their  two  small 
children,  they  decided  to  reach  out  to  oth- 
ers in  the  international  community.  They 
“adopted”  a Laotian  family  with  three 
small  children  and  served  as  sponsors  of 
this  family  as  they  adjusted  to  life  in  the 
United  States. 


In  1989,  Sichveland  returned  to  school  to 
study  her  passion,  landscape  design.  She 
started  a business.  Southern  Gardens  and  Lily 
Ponds,  which  soon  employed  an  all-woman 
crew.  Through  her  business  she  again 
reached  out  to  others,  especially  women, 
helping  them  to  escape  welfare. 

When  she  “retired”  to  Eatonton,  Georgia, 
in  1996,  Sichveland  began  restoring  her 
antebellum  home  (featured  on  the  cover  of 
A Guide  to  Georgia's  Antebellum  Trail)  and 
became  active  in  her  new  community.  In 
1998,  she  began  working  on  a five-year 
community  project,  the  Madison  Avenue 
Project.  She  designed  and  was  the  general 
contractor  for  The  Plaza,  a large  park  built 
on  a neglected  city  lot  in  Eatonton.  In  1999, 
she  chaired  the  Planning  Committee  for  the 
Plaza  and  raised  $86,000.  The  Plaza,  dedi- 
cated in  2000,  quickly  became  the  hub  of 
historic  Eatonton.  For  her  efforts  Sichveland 
was  named  Outstanding  Citizen  of  the  Year 
in  2000.  The  City  of  Eatonton  recognized 
her  with  an  award  for  Faithful  and 
Dedicated  Service  to  the  City  and  she 
received  the  Better  Hometown  Eatonton 
Award  for  Volunteer  Excellence.  Currently, 
Sichveland  serves  on  the  board  of  directors 
for  the  renovation  of  the  Old  Madison 
Avenue  School,  behind  the  Plaza,  which  will 
be  converted  into  a community  center.

Scientific  Minds 

Turning  LihemI Arts  Educations  into  Science  Careers 


Mention  the  words  “liberal  arts,”  and  many 
things  come  to  mind — music,  pj^mUng, 
sculpting  and,  perhaps,  philosoph^»  hat 
might  not  come  to  mind  is  the  stu^^f  sci- 
ence. But  Wesleyan  College  is  dianging  this 
concept.  Although  long  regarded  as  a leader 
in  educating  artists  and  musicians, 

Wesleyan  also  counts  among  its  alumnae 
leaders  in  a vast  spectrum  of  othei^'elds, 
including  science.  Three Df  these  women  are 
Valerie  Knopik,  Ph.D.,  Dr.  Kristine 
Kuchinski  and  Dr.  Stephanie  Russ- Barber. 

Knopik  '94,  who  is  currently  a faculty 
member  in  the  Department  of  Psychiatry  at 
Washington  University  School  of  Medicine 
in  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  began  her  college  edu- 
cation after  deciding  to  attend  a Wesleyan 
weekend  visitation  on  a whim. 

Although  she  had  already  been  accepted  at 
Notre  Dame,  Loyola  (New  Orleans)  and 
Florida  State  universities,  she  was  instantly 
hooked.  “My  dad  and  I stayed  overnight,” 
says  Knopik,  a native  of  Sarasota,  Florida.  “1 
loved  it.  I wanted  to  be  independent  but 
close  enough  to  drive  home.  1 also  really 
liked  Wesleyan’s  class  system.  You  are  auto- 
matically a part  of  something.” 

Kuchinski  '87  feels  the  same  way. 

Although  a bit  leery  at  first  about  attending  a 
women’s  college,  the  Gainesville,  Florida  vet- 
erinarian made  a 180  degree  turn  in  her 
thinking.  Instead  of  being  a drawback,  a 
women’s  college  “allows  you  to  concentrate 
on  your  study  without  the  distraction  of  the 
opposite  sex,”  says  Kuchinski,  now  married. 
“You  don’t  have  to  dress  up  for  class  and  the 
atmosphere  is  more  relaxing.” 

Kuchinski  also  says  her  education  at 
Wesleyan  “made  professional  school  so 
much  easier.  The  science  programs  at 
Wesleyan  are  very  strong.  I remember  Pat 
Hardeman  (Associate  Dean  of  the  College 


and  Registrar  and  biology  professor)  in  par- 
ticular as  being  an  extremely  great  professor.” 

Russ-Barber  '95,  a pediatrician,  grew  up 
as  one  of  four  children  on  a farm  in  south 
Georgia.  From  her  family  and  community, 
she  says  she  learned  to  value  what  is  right 
and  to  strive  to  be  her  best,  which  led  her  to 
pursue  her  education  at  Wesleyan. 

“These  virtues  paid  off  as  1 was  fortunate 
enough  to  be  rewarded  scholarship  offers 
from  Wesleyan.  I would  not  have  had  the 
same  opportunities  in  life  had  it  not  been  for 
the  institution’s  investment  in  me,”  says  Russ- 
Barber,  who  received  the  IBM  Technology 
Scholarship  for  Excellence  in  Chemistry.  “In  a 
great  way,  Wesleyan  became  my  pathway  to 
fulfill  those  dreams  I had  since  I was  a child.” 

According  to  Russ-Barber,  Wesleyan  pro- 
vided her  the  opportunity  she  needed  to 
receive  a hands-on,  active  education. 

“My  advisors  inquired  about  and  under- 
stood my  life  objectives  and  goal  of  becom- 
ing a pediatrician.  The  faculty  helped  me  by 
offering  challenging  courses  and  labs  and 
issuing  difficult — yet  not  impossible — 
assignments,”  says  Russ-Barber,  who  prac- 
tices medicine  in  her  hometown  of  Douglas, 
Georgia.  “They  provided  opportunities  to 
increase  my  knowledge  of  subjects  by  offer- 
ing specialized  and  individual  attention. 
They  helped  propel  my  desire  to  learn  and 
grow  as  a student.” 

Knopik  also  fondly  recalls  her  Wesleyan 
professors,  particularly  Dr.  Helen  Hollis, 
associate  professor  of  psychology,  and  Dr. 

Phil  Taylor,  associate  professor  of  economics. 

“Dr.  Hollis  was  my  advisor  and  such  a great 
role  model  for  me.  1 found  it  very  encourag- 
ing that  she  had  a family  and  a successful 
career,”  Knopik  says.  “And  he  (Dr.  Taylor) 
was  like  my  surrogate  father  at  Wesleyan.  He 
even  stood  in  for  my  dad  when  he  couldn’t 


come  for  a father/daughter  weekend.  He  and 
his  family  made  me  feel  very  much  at  home.” 

Not  only  was  Knopik  immediately 
impressed  with  the  academics  at 
Wesleyan — “I  was  very  well  prepared  for 
graduate  school” — she  was  impressed  with 
all  the  other  activities  at  Wesleyan  and  the 
support  and  caring  she  received  from  facul- 
ty as  well  as  fellow  students. 

“Wesleyan  definitely  helped  me  become 
more  assertive,”  she  says.  “I  don't  think  I 
would  have  felt  as  secure  or  as  eager  to 
speak  up  and  participate  at  graduate  school 
if  I had  not  attended  Wesleyan.” 

Russ-Barber  agrees  and  says  she  also  cred- 
its Wesleyan’s  internship  program  with 
helping  prepare  her  for  her  career. 

“I  took  advantage  of  the  opportunity  to 
work  at  Oak  Ridge  National  Laboratories 
and  at  the  Mercer  Medical  School.  These 
non-classroom  learning  experiences  gave  me 
‘real  life’  chances  to  take  part  in  relevant 
research,  while  also  providing  team-oriented 
learning  environments,”  Russ-Barber  says. 
“Wesleyan  knew  the  advantages  this  cutting- 
edge  experience  would  generate  for  me.” 

And  Russ-Barber  says  her  most  lasting 
friendships  were  established  while  she  was 
at  Wesleyan. 

“As  roommates  and  friends,  we  all  experi- 
enced an  important  time  of  life  together  and 
we  will  remain  close  the  rest  of  our  lives,” 
she  says.  “Although  my  closest  friends  and  I 
now  live  in  different  parts  of  the  country, 
are  at  various  stages  of  family  life,  and  are  at 
different  points  in  our  careers,  we  still  hold 
true  to  the  fact  that  once  you’re  a Pioneer, 
you’re  always  a Pioneer.  And  for  those  of  us 
blessed  to  be  Golden  Hearts,  it  is  a special 
bond  that  keeps  us  together.”

In  Memoriam 

Mary  Louise  Boehm  Kooper 

Mary  Louise  Boehm  Kooper,  pianist,  painter  and  graphic  artist  died  suddenly  of 
a stroke  on  November  29, 2002,  in  Majorca,  Spain.  Mrs.  Boehm  was,  along  with 
her  husband  Kees  Kooper,  artist-in-residence  at  Wesleyan  from  1957-59.  While 
at  Wesleyan,  she  helped  to  start  the  Gamma  Lambda  Chapter  of  Sigma  Alpha 
Iota,  an  International  Professional  Fraternity  for  Women  in  Music.  Mrs.  Boehm 
made  a major  contribution  to  the  world  of  music  by  finding  and  recording 
neglected  masterpieces  from  the  piano  literature.  During  her  career  she  taught 
at  four  universities  and  in  the  1960’s  she  was  Head  of  Classical  Records  at  20th 
Century  Fox.
